Siz,—The report on conscription (daied 29th 
November, 1917) of a Sub-Committee of the 
Irish Convention, which Mr. Devlin mentioned 
in the House of Commons on Tuesday, deserves 
to be carefully considered. The whole of it 
should be read, and not merely the summaries 
published in newspapers. Mr. Devlin seems to 
have used it as an argument for leaving con- 
scription to be dealt with by an Irish Parlia- 
ment. The report, in fact, poinie exactly the 
opposite way. Ui does not affect the bill now 
before the House of Commons, because an Irish 
Parliament does not now exist. The gut of it 
is that, if and when an Irish Parlament 
established, the Imperial Parliament may pass 
what measures it likes for conscription in Ire- 
land, but it will not be able to enforce them 
unless the Irish Parliament permite it to do so. 
This report was adopted by a majority in the 
Convention.
